Furnaces May Go Out When Stock Be-

New York, May 26.—Reports that 


there ib to be a curtailment In the 
production or pig iron during the com- 
ing summer season, which, thave been 
current for some time past, were con- 
firmed in various quarters to-day. In- 
formation received at the offices of 
the United. States Steel Corporation, 
was to tho effect that there would 
be no arrangement a-s to the percent- 
age of the curtailment among the fur- 
nace men, but that a. tacit agreement 
had b.een reached that pig iron would 
not foe, piled up. In. other words, the 
manufacturers of nig iron 
will 
not 


stock any production, but when, orders 
'begin to decrease the furnaces will 
be Mown. ou-.. No ono has any idea 
of the amount of: tonnage which will 
be shut o££ by this procedure, but it 
is conservatively estimated that at 
least one-third of the country's output 
will be suf.pan.ded. 


There Is a strong possibility of Oie 


steel output being reduced, during the 
summer. It was said to-day that the 
output would be curtailed 20 per cent, 
if conditions do not improve material- 
ly within the next few weeks.
